Continued Examination Under 37 CFR 1. 1 14 

1 . A request for continued examination under 37 CFR 1.114, including the fee set 
forth in 37 CFR 1.17(e), was filed in this application after allowance or after an Office 
action under Ex Parte Quayle, 25 USPQ 74, 453 O.G. 213 (Comm'r Pat. 1935). Since 
this application is eligible for continued examination under 37 CFR 1.114, and the fee 
set forth in 37 CFR 1 .17(e) has been timely paid, prosecution in this application has 
been reopened pursuant to 37 CFR 1.1 14. Applicant's submission filed on 2/1 1/1 1 has 
been entered. 

Response to Amendment 

2. The amendments to the claims, in the submission dated 2/1 1/11, are 
acknowledged and accepted. 

Information Disclosure Statement 

3. The information disclosure statement (IDS) submitted on 2/1 1/1 1 was filed after 
the mailing date of the Notice of Allowance on 1/4/1 1 . The submission is in compliance 
with the provisions of 37 CFR 1 .97. Accordingly, the information disclosure statement is 
being considered by the examiner. 

4. The information disclosure statement filed 2/11/1 1 fails to comply with 37 CFR 
1 .98(a)(2), which requires a legible copy of each cited foreign patent document; each 
non-patent literature publication or that portion which caused it to be listed; and all other 
information or that portion which caused it to be listed.

Allowable Subject Matter 

5. Claims 82-84, 93, 103-104, 110, 115, 117-120 and 123-126 are allowed. 

6. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: Claims 82- 
84, 93, 1 03-1 04, 1 1 0, 1 1 5, 1 1 7-1 20 and 1 23-1 24 are allowable over the prior art of 
record for at least the same reasons as indicated in the Office Actions dated 6/23/09, 
1 1 /1 7/09, 2/8/1 0, 4/7/1 0, 5/1 0/1 0, 7/1 3/1 0, 9/1 7/1 0,11/1 5/1 0 and 1 /4/1 1 . Claims 1 25 
and 126 are dependent on independent claims 82 and 123 and are allowable over the 
prior art of record for at least the same reasons as claims 82 and 1 23.
